It also levied a special high school tax 


of 11 cents on each 1100 valuation In 
Oakland high school district and another 
ap&clal tax of 9 cents for the support of 
the grammar schools of the sam« place. 


These last two levies were made. It 


was stated, because of the failure of the 
Oakland City Council to levy a tax for 
the support of the schools In question 


POSTING THE COUNCIL. 


The resolution levying this school tax 


was Introduced by Supervisor Kelley and 
wa« as follows: 


"Whereas, Through a change to the 


law* of the State of California enacted 
by the State legislature of 1909. It has 
been made the duty of the Board of r 
pervlsors to levy a tax for the support 
of all high schools, under which enact- 
ment this board has been compelled to 
levy a special high school tax of 11 ct-ntf, 
on each J100 of valuation In Oakland 
school district; and 


"Whereas, Through the failure and re- 


fusal of the Oakland City Council to lev} 


schools, said action having been taken 
jpon the representation of the Board of 
education of the city of Oakland rre the 
only means of keeping the public schools 
if snld city open during: this fiscal year; 
and 


'Whereas. Said special levies may re- 


sult Ir the charge r-y property owners 
that this Board of Supervisors has un- 
necessarily Increased the taxes within the 
said city of CMklnil; 
now, 
therefore, 


be It 


•Resolved, That the Tax Collector of 


the county of Alamed,\ be and he Is here- 
by requested to stamo In red ink across 
the face of each tax bill within the citv 
of Oakland the following words and fig- 
ure?: 'Oakland city tax rate Increased 
}0 cents because of chalice In law relating 
to support of high schools and because of 
failure and refusal of Oakland City Coun- 
cil to raise money for support of Oakland 
city schools.' " 


FOSS ONLY NEGATIVE. 


The resolution was adopted by the votes 


of Supervisors Kelley, Mulllns, Bridge, 
and Homer. Foss at first voted for the 
resolution and afterwards voted In the 
negative, declaring he did not want to 
censure the city council. 


Clerk Cook said that there was no 


censure in the resolution. 


Councilman Vose was present and rose 


to speak. But he realized that the docu- 
ment had been adopted and with the 
remark that "There was no use in saying 
anything" resumed his seat. 


The tax levy of the county, namely 


$1.16, is to he divided as follows: State 
revenue fund, .364; common school fund.
